The traveler -who visits the capital of 


Jamaica should pray for clear weather, 
without wind. Yttien tho water of tho 
harbor is ruffled by breezes, tho hidden 
-Srv i» oljFcmx-d from view. But on a 


Jc-ss, still day, when the surface of 


;bc »ea is perfectly smooth, tho ruins ot 
tbe phantom city may bo plainly recn in 
the depths of the transparent water. 


Tho spire of the old cathedral is the 


most prominent object. An the clear wa- 
ter you can see the fishes'azily swimming 
in nnd out among the ruined turrets, 
more suggestive of owls and bats than of 
the fn:i:y inhabitants of the sea. 
Occa- 


sionally glimpses can be had of the ruins 
•A other buildings—buildings which for 
more tlv.n two centuries have kept their 
ghastly secrets and will keep them until 
the end of time. 


Down there in that peaceful depth lie 


the bones of 3,000 men, women and chil- 
dren, carried down into the sea with tbeir 
homes on that awful June day in 1692. 
An enrthquafco suddenly and without 
warning smote tho profligate city of Port 
Hoyul, which slid into the sea. 
The wa- 


ters opened ;xnrt swallov.-ed it up, and thera 
beneath tho silent waves was: hidden the 
.vickedac-SH and debauchery of a commu- 
nity described by historians as being almost 
without parallel. 


Tho survivors said it was the vengean<x) 


of God and likened it, to the destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. And in very truth 
the '."is'tory of the city seems to show tho 
uo.'-cjifiing wrath of Divine power. I'roni 
f/io richest city of its timn it, has dwindled 
Into uiMgnificunec, until now it is a most 
wretched place, used only as a naval sta- 
tion. 
Disaster after disaster bjis overtak- 


en ir. 


After tho earthquake the tovrn was re- 


built, only to bo completely destroyed by 
tiro in 1703. 
On Aug. 22, 1722, it was 


swept into the sea by a. hurricane. .It wae 
onco more reconstructed, but again, in. 
Iti)5, it was reduced to ashes, and as re- 
cently ns 1880 it was visited by anothci 
hurricane. Every disaster was attended 
by great loss of life. 


The city of Port Royal was originallj 


built upon a narrow strip of land extend- 
ing out into the sea, which accounts *oi 
Its strange disappearance at tho tiiuo ol 
the earthquake. Lake tho house of the 
foolish man of Biblical lore, which \vus 
buildcd upon the sand, it literally slid in- 
to the warer when tho earthquake shock 
came. 


Previous to that fateful 7th day ol 


JniiC, 1092, Port Koyal had been known 
as "the llnobt to\v3i in the AVest. Indie* 
and the richest spot in tho world."

SOME FLOWER NAMES. 


in operation ihrc* years. There was no j sixrwnth century. 


Words Th»t Serve to Show the Hannt or 


tli* CharaeUrUtic of the Plant. 


There Is many a flower's name that 


gives ua a quaint bit of history or folklore 
or flashes upon us n charming glimpse of 
its Isauiit* aud associates, Saxifrage, for 
instance, or stone breaker, brings up viv- 
idly a picture of the places—the gray 
ck-ifts or crevices of the rocks—where we 
find its modest white flower. 
Rosemary, 


named fr«Ji:i the I-atin words meaning dew 
or spray of ^ea, tells us of salt .sea marshes 
sprinkled with the pale purple blooms. 
i!o»t of our authorities derive the marigold 
from "Mary's gold," and it is so named 
in a herbal, or book about plants, of the 


means of travel except the canal and stage- 
coaches. 


"The schooner Michigan was the largest 


ve«sel on Lake Erie ac that time. She 
vras too large, in fact, to enter the various 
harbors on the lake, and, being somewhat 
decayed in her uppers, fhe owner, Major 
Frazer, got the idea that she would answer 
the purpose of testing the fate of a vessel 
that by accident might approach too near 
the cataract and also the fate of living 
things that might be caught in the rapids. 
The proprietors of the large public houses 
at the falls, on both sides of the river, and 
of stages and steamboats, made up a purse 
to purchase the schooner, aware that they 
would be amply repaid by the spectators 
that the exhibition would attract. 


"For several days previous to Sept 18, 


1828, the day for which the affair was 
fixed, which was Saturday, the stages and 
canalboats came to Buffalo crowded with 
people. On the night of Sept 7 wagons 
filled with country people rattled through 
the village in unbroken procession all 
night long, and on the morning of Sept. 8 
Buffalo itself seemed to be moving in one 
jnass toward the point of attraction. Five 
steamboats had been advertised to leave 
Buffalo Saturday morning. They were the 
Henry Clay, William. Perm. Pioneer, Ni- 
agara and Chippewa. The Chippewa was 
appointed to tow the schooner Michigan to 
the Niagara river. I was a passenger on 
her. 


"As soon as we got well under way the 


scene became interesting. The other four 
steamers came plowing along in our wake, 
crowded to the guards with passengers and 
bands of music playing. The Chippewa 
towed the big schooner to Yale's Landing, 
on the Canada side of the .Niagara river, 
where our passengers went ashore, as did 
those of the William Penn. The passen- 
gers of the Henry Cloy and Pioneer landed 
on the American side. Yale's Landing 
was three miles above the falls, and the 
crowds of people were taken from there on 
down the river in wagons of all kinds. 
The lionr fixed for towing the'Michigan 
from Yale's Landing to the rapids was 3 
in the afternoon. 


"This task, an extremely hazardous one, 


was intrusted to the oldest sailor on the 
lake, Captain Bough. With a yawlboat 
and five sturdy oarsmen the old captain 
got the schooner under way. They towed 
her to within a quarter of a mile of the 
first rapids and within half a mile of tho 
tremendous precipice itself—as near as 
they dared approach. They cut tho big 
vessel adrift, and she passed majestically 
on, while the oarsmen of the yawl had to 
bend their every nerve and muscle to re- 
juove themselves from the peril of being 
drawn down by the rushing waters. 
In- 


deed, such had been the fear and appre- 
hension of the men that they mutinied 
against Captain Rough and cut the tow 
lino before the time he had set. If they 
had obeyed the reckless old captain, he, 
tho yawl and its crew would have preceded 
the Michigan over the falls. 


"The high grounds on both shores of 


the river were lined with people as the 
Michigan, unguided by human agency, 
approached, head on, the first rapid of tho 
seething descent, apparently keeping the 


Other names give some striking charac- 


teristic of the plant itself, as phlox, signi- 
fying llarne, from its glowing mass of col- 
or, and the anemone is the wiudflower, 
swaying, dancing, landing at every breath 
of tho wind. Pliny tells a pretty story 
that its buds open at the wind's call. The 
woodbine,.or woodbind, is named from 
its clinging growth. Shakespeare seems 
fond of (he woodbine and makes Beatrice 
hide herself in a''woodbine couverture." 
Plantain and planetree are from a word 
meaning broad, and tulip is derived from 
the eastern word for turban, its silken tex- 
ture and gayly colored stripes suggesting 
the oriental covering for the head. 


The gladiolus (little sword) is so called 


probably from its sharp, sword shaped 
leaves, and the eglantine (diminutive of 
the French aiguille) from its piercing, 
needlelike thorns. Cocoanut is from the 
Spanish coco, or bugbear, descriptive of 
the queer, impish little face at the base of 
the hairy nut. Nasturtium, which means 
"nose twister," gives a picture of the per- 
son smelling the blossom and involunta- 
rily contorting his features from the sting- 
ing and pungent odor. Pink introduces 
us to a group of words that at first sight 
seem very oddly ill matched, for this dain- 
tily edged flower gets its name pink from 
the Butch verb pinken, to pick out with a 
sharp instrument, as a border is pinked in 
notched scallops for decoration. Charming 
pictures arc given by the "sundew," with 
its sparkling leaves; "the daisie, or else 
tho eye of the day," as Chaucer calls it, 
from its habit of opening at dawn, and 
the asters are the "stars" of the field. 


The exquisite blue speedwell and the 


beckoning sprays of traveler's joy seem to 
fling us greetings from meadow and hedge- 
row. The bright little heartsease preaches 
content, and there is a sort of moral in 
the rough brushwood and tangled vines 
(labrusca) and the kindred adjective 
brusque. The old word teasen meant to 
sard wool, and heu.ce we get both "tease," 
which is a rubbing up the fur in a wrong 
direction, to speak figuratively, and teasel, 
a prickly,-thistleliko plant whose flower 
heads, when dry, are sometimes tised for 
raising tho nap on woolen cloth.—Ella F. 
Mosby in St. Nicholas.

The vessel 
shot the first rapid unhurt, still head on, 
making a plunge, shipping a sea and ris- 
ing from it. in beautiful style. In her do- • 
scent of the second rapid, the water mo- 
mentarily increasing in velocity and tu- 
mult, her towering masts went by the 
board, givin*g the spectators a startling 
representation of the crashing of a vessel's 
spars in a shipwreck at sea. She swung 
nround and presented her broadside to tho 
dashing and foaming water, and, after re- 
maining, as it seemed, stationary for a 
moment, swung around until she was 
headed up stream. Passing the third 
rapid sho bilged, but carried her hull to 
all appearances whole as she tossed and 
groaned between Grass island and the 
British shore to the Horseshoe fall, over 
which she was drawn stern foremost and 
hurled into the thundering abyss. Sho 
was dashed to fragments before she struck 
iu the seething waters below. Immediate- 
ly after she went over hundreds of people 
hurried Mow the falls. Tho river was 
covered with fragments of the vessel. X<>- 
where could be found as much as two 
boards nailed together, and her great tim- 
bers were broken into bits like firewood. 


"There were aboard the Michigan when 


fihe started on her trip toward the falls n 
wild bull buffalo from a western prairie, 
two bears from the Lako Superior regions, 
two foxes, a raccoon, a dog, a cat and four 
geeese.

Improvements In Aseptic Surgery. 


At a mooting of the German surgica 


congress Professor Mikulicz (Brcslau) sai 
that in order to avoid infection of opera 
tion wounds by tho hands of the surgeon 
and the assistants he recommended- lh 
wearing of gloves of white thread, whic 
must bo sterilized before use. To protec 
the wounds from germs coming from th 
mouth he and his assistants cover thei 
mouths with gauze bandages. He state 
that this precaution was necessary, owing 
to the fact that in 33 per cent of 48 case 
bacteriological examination showed tha 
staphylococcus aureus was present in th 
mouths of healthy persons. Speakin_ 
during the course of an operation ought to 
he avoided as much as possible. To insure 
tho sterilization of dressing materials ho 
has devised some methods which are ap- 
parently very useful.

Wonderful Vitality and Courage of

The killing of the young seals has been

The first blow, struck on his hood, 
might as well have hit a stonewall, while, 
catching the second gaff end cleverly in 
his teeth, he shook tho long handle to such 
good purpose that he cleared the pan of 
his enemies in an instant.

When Geoffrey 
Fcnton went to view this scene of disaster, 
he found Spanish guns sunk half «, horse- 
man's staff in the shifting sand and "num- 
bered iu one strand of less than five miles 
in length above 1,100 dead corpses of men 
which the sea had driven upon the r-horo," 
aud the country people told him "the like 
was in other places, though not of like 
number." Somewhat later the lord dcputy 
or. his way, as he expressed it, to dispatch 
"those rags" of tho Spaniards which still 
infected the country, saw with amaze- 
ment the masses of wreckage scattered 
along a beach on the same coast—timber 
enough to build "five of the greatest ships 
that ever I saw, besides mighty great 
boats, cables and other ccvdage, and some 
such masts for bigness and length as I 
never saw any two could make the like." 


A copy of the sailing directions given 


by Medina Sidouia, found perhaps iu some 
captain's sea chest p/iiong tho wreckage, 
fell into the lord deputy's hands. A grim 
sinilo must have flitted over bis face as he 
read the words, "Take great heed lest you 
fall upon the island of Ireland for fear of 
the harm that may happen unto you upon 
that coast." An armada relic still more 
touching than these instructions is part 
of. a letter written off Dingle by a Span- 
ish captain, begging tho president of Mun- 
ster for friendly treatment. Into a bundle 
of state papers which tell, in tho language 
of the victors, tho awful story of shipwreck 
and bloodshed on the Irish coast, this 
fragment, rusty and stained as if by salt 
water, has strayed like a wail from the 
vanquished.—William Frederic Tiltou in 
Century.

One of the most characteristic creatures 


lit Florida is the so called chameleon or 
pygmy lizard (Anolis principalis), which 
is found in all parts of the state. Al- 
though called a chameleon, it bears no re- 
ii«mblance to its namesake in Asia and 
Africa, escept the power to change its hue, 
and that change is due to a desire to pro- 
cure food or to protect itself from foes by 
assuming the color of its immediate sur- 
roundings. 


If placed on f. piece of white paper, it 


becomes of a snowy hue In appearance in 
a few moments. Transferred to a bush, it 
becomes a ,palo green, and placed on tbe 
ground it assumes the color of the soil 
very rapidly. 


Its ordinary hue on the ground is a 


brownish black, and it may retain that 
for some time after climbing a tree, but 
on the approach of a foe its "transforma- 
tion scene" takes place-with magical ra- 
pidity. 


Tranquillity or anger, sunshine or shad- 


ow, hunger or plenty of food, affects its 
color, which seems to change with the 
state of its feelings. 


Few persons would consider that this 


graceful nnd active little creature bore any 
relationship to such ungainly brutes as 
tho crocodile and alligator, yet it is a 
member of tho same family and one of the 
connecting links between the saurlans and 
ophidians, or snakes. 


It is merely a pygmy alligator adapted 


to living entirely on land and modified in 
form and character by its mode of life. 
Among its kindred are tho gavials, skinks.

It has four legs, and the hind pair arc 


specially fitted for rapid running and long 
uniping, being widely set and cionRated. 
The feet arc large, compared to tho size of 
iho body, and the toes broad spreading. 
These characteristics enable it to jump 
very high anrl to travel over ground with 


celerity which fullyontitles.it to the 


name of swift. I have seeu it jump two 
feet into the air after a fly and outrun a 
cat in a el i stance of 00 feet. 


Tho chameleon is unsurpassed among 


quadrupeds as a flycatcher and is as effect- 
ive in this way on trees as the toad is on 
tho ground. It wanders over a tree for 
hours together, closely scanning the foli- 
age and promptly gobbling down all tho 
edible insects it meets. 


The dainty manner in which it holds an 


insect iu its mouth before devouring it is 
rather am using, for it looks as if it were 
reveling in anticipation. It may carry a 
fly in this manner for several minutes be- 
fore eating it, just as a, cat carries a 
mouse, then gulp it suddenly.

This trick of rnlarfc'mg it« di- 
mensions is :v trait inherited from remote 
Uiiicstora, which frequently used it to 
"bluff" hungry but, cautious foes, who 
looked upon si/o rvs nn ludi'-atlon of 
htrenpth and ferocity.
